SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP) 
— A coal 'mine explosion en­ 
tombed 468 Rhodesian miners 
Tuesday, and hopes for their 
survival dimmed after 10 hours 
of rescue efforts failed to estab­ 
lish contact. 
Officials of the Wankie Col­ 
liery in northwestern Rhodesia 
refused to comment on the fate 
of the workers. But a spokes­ 
man who reported the under­ 
ground blast said there was no 
indication the 435 Africans and 
33 whites had survived. Their 
deaths would make the blaslt 
the worst mining disaster in 
Rhodesia’s history. 
A relative of one of the 
trapped miners said he had 
been at the mine “and there is 
no news whatsoever. They are 
still working on try mg to get 
them out.” 
Unofficial reports said six 
bodies had been recovered 


from the 'mine, 206' miles north 
of B'Ulawayo in the no'fthern 
part of this East African coun­ 
try.Four surface w'orkers injured 
by the explosion were admitted 
to the mine hospital, but offi­ 
cials did not describe their in­ 
juries or say how they were 
caused. 
A spokesman for the Anglo 
American Corp., owner of the 
mine, said no information was 
available on the cause of the 
explosion or the extent of the 
damage. It was believed, how­ 
ever, the explosion was trig­ 
gered by coal gas. 
The gas continued to stream 
from the mine’s face area and 
was hampering rescue oper­ 
ations, a mine official in Sa­ 
lisbury said. Ventilation fans 
were damaged by 'the blast, re­ 
ported the country’s chief min­ 
ing engineer, Bernard Davey.

Kontum Is Cleared of Enemy Troops 


SAIGON (AP) — The vital 
central 
highlands 
provincial 
capital of Kontum has been 
completely cleared of enemy 
troops after 12 days of assaults 
by North Vietnamese forces, 
government field officers an­ 
nounced Tuesday. 
The U.S. 
Command an- 
no'Unced that American fighter- 
bombers on Monday launched 
the most devastating raids on 
the canals, rivers and lakes of 
North Vietnam since' full-scale 
retaliatory bombing resumed 
two months ago. The U.S. 
planes 
reported 
shattering 
more than 100 supply boats. 
U.S. pilots flew more than 220 
strikes over the North, con­ 
centrating on crippling Hanoi’s 
inland waterway transportation 
system to prevent war supplies 
from moving south, officers 
said. The strikes also knocked 
out eight bridges scattered 


across North Vietnam, they 
added. 
The advances in Kontum fol­ 
lowed days of probes around 
three key positions in the 
town’s north and southeast sec­ 
tors held by the enemy. There 
were indications snipers re­ 
mained in an area Just north of 
the airstrip. But South Viet­ 
namese spokesmen in Pleiku 
reported Kontum cleared of 
enemy troops by late afternoon. 
Government units attacked a 
Kontum military hospital and 
the former armored cavalry 
compound before dawn. Moving 
behind American air support 
and ground artillery, they re­ 
ported killing 166 enemy while 
suffering one dead and one 
wounded. 
MOST KILLED 
Government spokesman said 
enemy casualties were so liigh 
because “it appeared they 


didn’t want to resist and they 
ran.” Most were killed by pur- 
suiag government troops using 
small arms, he add«id. 
North Vietnamese forces in 
residential areas of the south­ 
eastern part of the town were 
flushed over the weekend and 
the last remnants were deared 
in the north after five separate 
skirmishes, officers said. 
U.S. sources estim,ate the Sai­ 
gon C'om'mand has lost 1,000 
dead and wounded while killing 
3,000 to 5,000 North Vietnamese 
since fighting started in Kon­ 
tum on May 25. 
American B52 bombers and 
lighter aircraft have steadily 
b a t t e r e d enemy positions 
around the town and helicopter 
gunships were used in the 
heavy assaults Tuesday, field 
reports said. 
Sporadic enemy pressure con­ 
tinued on highways and fire 


bases elsewhere in the high­ 
lands. Three rounds of fire fell 
north of the air base at Pleiku, 
27 miles below Kontum. but no 
casualties were reported. 
Paratroopers on the northern 
front above Hue battled a 
North, Vietnamese force of un­ 
known size,, killing 35, a spokes,- 
man said. 
The action took place atout a 
mile ,south of the My Chanh 
River defense line, several 
miles from another fight Mon­ 
day which killed 27 enemy and 
two government troops, he re­ 
ported. 
Ground fighting was light 
elsewhere. North Vietnamese 
troops around An Loc fired few­ 
er than 300 rounds of artillery in 
24 hours, the lowest number in 
the two-month siege on the pro­ 
vincial capital 60 miles north of 
Saigon.

The State of Pennsylvania is making 
adults out of teenagers. 


Now, when a youngster reaches 18 he 
becomes in adult in many ways. He can 
become a State policeman. Ire can serve 
in public office, he can make a will, en­ 
ter into a contract, he can be taxed and 
will bear the responsibilities of being an 
adult. 


Teenage couples at 18 now can be mar­ 
ried without parental consent. 


Despite all these responsibilities, teen­ 
agers who have reached 18 cannot be 
served an alcoholic drink in the State. 


It seems rather silly to give 18-.vrar- 
olds the responsibilities of being an adult 
but to hold back on Ihe drinking issue. 


The Mercury does not advocate drink­ 
ing among the young. 
But it does advocate fair play. 
And. the State isn’t playing fair. 
A teenager couple being married at 18 
could not drink a wedding toast. 
A teenage state Trooper can bear arms 
but can’t legally take a drink. 
An 18-year-old soldier can serve in

Vietnam but can’t be served in any bar­ 
room. 
The Mercury does not believe there 
would be a surge of teenage drinking if 
it were legalized. Some teenagers who 
drink today do so for the “ thrill" of 
breaking the law*. 
If drinking for 18-vear-olds were per­ 
mitted the “ thrill” would be gone. 
Most 18-year-olds are responsible and 
could handle the drinking privilege. Sure 
there will be some who will go overboard 
but they would go overboard anyway. 
Some adults can t handle drinking. 
If the State now feels that anyone over 
18 is an adult then it should give 18-year- 
olds all adult rights. It shouldn’t be selec­ 
tive and say “ you can do this but not 
that 
The Jaw can’t be two-faced. And. that 
is what Pennsylvania law will be. 
If 18-year-olds are adults let us treat 
them as 100 percent adults. Let’s not 
makn a mockery of the new' privileges. 
You can’t have two sets of values for 
youths. 
Tt is time to change the law to allow 
18-vear-olds to drink w i t h o u t fear of 
arrest.

The 50 states now have a number of 
dTferent standards for keeping their air 
clean. For the time being at least that 
is the way it will remain, unless the fed­ 
eral Environmental Protection Agency 
picks the most stringent plan and forces 
the other states to conform to It. 
What brought about this state of af­ 
fairs is the ruling of U.S. District Court 
Judge John H. Pratt, who in effect said 
the federal clean air standards repre­ 
sent an absolute minimum, but states 
which already possess cleaner air than 


called for in the standards must not per­ 
mit their air quality to deteriorate. 
Thus, the policy of “ nondegraduation” 
was born. Judge Pratt ruled that EP A 
administrator William D. Ruckelshaus 
must write a “ nondegradation” clause 
into each state plan submitted to his 
agency in compliance with clean air laws 
of 1967 and 1970. 
The status quo of air quality has been 
frozen insofar as downward movement 
is concerned. The only way to move is to­ 
ward improvement.

All Around the Town 


Washington Speaks 


Of Lowland Beauty'

Impressions of Gen. Washington as a lover 
seem difficult to conjure up, and his affairs of 
heart as a boy are confused in history. 
Lewis Willis of Fredericksburg, for Instance, 
went to school with the young Washington and 
spoke of the father of his c o u n t r y as unusually 
studious and industrius—the beginning of the 
stiff-backed, unbending image we all retain of 
the marble-faced commander-in-chief. 
But Willis’ manuscript also claims that on 
one occassion young George simply galvanised 
his schoolmates by “ romping with one of the 
larger girls.” This comes as a shock, surely, and 
we wonder if the large young lady might not 
have done more of the romping than George. 
But then we read on of the rather confused 
status that clings to the girls he named his 
“ Lowland Beauty.” If one is not careful in apply­ 
ing this appellation, it could lead to misunder­ 
standing, for there were several who bore this 
same poetic designation. 
Henry Cabot Lodge in his work on George 
Washington (Vol. I, p 4) tells us that by the time 
George was 14, he had fallen in love with Mary 
Bland of Westermoreland, whom he called his 
“ Lowland Beauty,” and to whom “ he wrote 
various copies of verses, preserved amid the 
notes of surveys in his diary of 1747-48. Ihe old 
tradition identified the ‘Lowland Beauty’ with 
Miss Lucy Grvmes. perhaps correctly, and there 
are drafts of letters addresed to ‘Dear Sally.’ 
which suggest that the mistake in identificat­ 
ion might have arisen from the fact that there 
were several ladies who answered to that de­ 
scription. . 
Lucy Grymes, his one ‘Lowland Beauty,’ did 
in fact marry Henry Lee of Leesylvanla and 
became the mother of one son, who later found 
himself spoken of as “ Light-Horse Harry.” Where 
actually in his experiences during the Revolution­ 
ary War or by whom he was awarded this sobri­ 
quet as a dashing cavalry officer remains a mys­ 
tery, although he carried that name certainly 
while serving at Camp Pottsgrove. 
His biographer, Noel B. Gerson, informs us 
that when the time appeared appropriate, and 
Henry was 14 years of age, he w a s joined by 
young James Madison, the son of family friends, 
and by his own brother Charles, then 13. and they 
set out on their horses for the College of New 
Jersey, an institution known today as Princeton. 
His experiences in a colonial college are.en- 
joyably recalled by Gerson, who explains how Dr. 
Witherspoon himself walked through the hallways 
at 5 a.m. each day clanging a large a large bell. 
A bevy or servants at his heels bodily lifted out 
of bed any of the undergraduates who were slow 
in gathering their wits at the summons of the bell. 
What seemed to impress itself most deeply upon 
young Henry’s subconsciousness were the lessons 
of war exemplified by the experiences of ancient 
Greek and Roman generals. 
So w e l l did the rules for success or failure 
register upon his mind, that only a f e w years 
later—when he was 21—Gen. Nathanael Greene 
wrote to Washington in wonderment: 
“The captain’s instinct is as sure and swift as 
that of the eagle that drops out of the skies to 
snatch its prey. No convoy within range of his 
horses is safe from his* depredations.” 
This skill of way-laying British supply wagons 
seems to have been learned naturally enough. Ac­ 
cording to his biographer, the young Virginia cap­ 
tain of Militia Dragoons brought his men north 
to report to Washington at a time when the Amer­ 
ican army was in one of its lowest periods of des­ 
pair. 
Day by day its ranks were being depleted by 
desertion. There was little powder or lead to be 
had for the daily fighting, and of food there was 
even less in theh commissary wagons. His own 
men had raised healthy appetites from their rid­ 
ing, and since no offer seemed forthcoming to 
visit their messcamps, Capt. Lee decided to take 
matters into his own hands by circling the British 
outposts, riding in at their rear, stealing a fine 
meal from the English quarter masters. 
So successful was this initial venture that at 
midnight Capt. Lee returned to his own lines es­ 
corting 21 Conestoga wagons loaded with food­ 
stuffs, the like of which Americans had not test­ 
ed for weeks. Though he did not know it, this 
marked t h e beginning of independent cavalry 
command for the young Virginian. 
Washington Irving picks up the story of the 
first troop of Virginia Dragoons as it crossed the 
Delaware into Pennsylvania and Maryland. Bri­ 
tish regiments were disembarking f r o m Gen. 
Howe’s troop carriers. Lee led his small band in 
so close that the men could see the enemy caval­ 
rymen assembling into units and fanning out to 
form a screen to protect the unloading. 
That night in Wilmington, Gen. Washington in­ 
terrupted a late dinner to send his aid, Alexander 
Hamilton, outside to determine what was causing 
so much excitement. The old Romans had showrn 
Lee the way it Was to be done, or perhaps he had 
personally learned his lessons well. 
Leading his small corps of less than 60 through 
a woods that sheltered it from the enemy, he had 
restrained his line until nearly all of three full 
British companies had ridden past. Then, pistols 
in hand, he h ad sent h i s horsemen slashing 
against the rear of the column of enemy horses. 
Taken utterly by surprise, most of the British 
soldiers watched wide-eyed while the Americans 
brought their reserve pistols and then their sabers 
into play. By that time. 50 of the Englishmen lay 
upon the ground. Capt. Lee then sent his horse­ 
men into a fast run and captured the rearmost 
troops, carrying them as prisoners back into the 
woods.

Conversion to Unionism Is Smooth 


By MASON DENISON 
HARRISBURG - Gov. Milton 
J. Shapp has steered the old 
Keystone State Ship of State 
through some uncharted waters 
during the past year, and it now 
looks as though the ship and 
all of its crew will come 
through — without the hint of 
mutiny! 
The mutiny, of course, is the 
new power to strike that the 
state employes have received 
since the passage of the Public 
E m p l o y e s Relations Act. 
enabling workers to organize 
and join unions. 
In just about a year's time. 
60.000 state employes have 
become dues paying union 
members. Most of* the unions 
have now gone through one 
round of collective bargaining 
with the state and are now. for 
the first time, working under 
contract. 


In addition, some 20 to 30.000 
more employes will elect union 
membership before the end of 
the current year, bringing the 
total number of state employes 
eligible to collectively bargain 
contracts to nearly 90.000. 
And although it was con­ 
sidered nearly impossible a 
year ago. all of this has been 
accomplished with virtually no 
interruption to the normal 
services of the state. 
In all of the bargaining there 
has been a total of one day 
lost to strike. This one-day 
walkout, which was not sanc­ 
tioned by the’ninion leadership, 
was conducted by only a small 
portion of the' membership of 
one union. 
To accomplish all of this, the 
commonwealth bargainers have 
not had to give up an arm and 
a leg. The contract concessions 


which the state has made have 
not been outlandish; as a 
matter of fact, they have helped 
the state raise1 the pay scale 
to a level where the state can 
compete with private industry 
in an attempt to hire lie most 
qualified personnel for the jobs 
available. 
At 
the beginning, 
many 
people, both inside and outside 
government circles, worried 
that the much experienced 
union leaders would be able to 
back the inexperienced state 
bargainers into a corner and 
then force great concessions out 
of them. 
But under the leadership of 
Chris Zervanos, director of the 
Bureau of labor Relations, and 
Thomas Lane, chief negotiator 
for the commonwealth and one 
of the framers of the act 
establishing the right of em­ 
ployes to join unions, the 


commonwealth has proven to be 
a good match for the unions 
at the bargaining table. 
The unions have also shown 
their good faith in the bargain­ 
ing procedure, exhibiting a will­ 
ingness to stay at the bargain­ 
ing table and never forcing an 
issue to a general strike. 
The one-day walkout that did 
occur was as much an inter- 
union struggle as it was a strike 
against the state, with union 
members crossing their own 
picket lines to go to work. The 
strike was quickly resolved with 
no great loss of service to the 
public. 
, So far, the state has been able 
to stick with a fairly standard 
contract; it has offered the 
unions two five per cent salary 
increases across the life of the 
contract and the total payment 
by the state of the employes 


Blue Cross, Blue Shield and the 
state life insurance. 
There have been small dif­ 
ferences in the contracts in 
regard to overtime pay and 
shift differential, but for the 
most part going into the second 
year of collective bargaining ail 
of the unions will be starting 
out on an equal basis. 
Since the increases granted 
the workers are lit excess of 
the federal wage guidelines, the 
state has been quick to point 
out that all contracts are 
subject to review by the 
Federal Pay Board. 
The rational approach and 
intelligence which both sides of 
the 
table 
have 
exhibited 
throughout this past year will 
hopefully be a preview of what 
we can expect from two camps 
with such great responsibilities 
to the people of Pennsylvania.

Damon Runyon Writes on Cabbages 


He was a humorless owl in 
a porkpie hat, but he could 
write about everything, and he 
could write about nothing. Like 
all the super champs in sports 
and writing, Damon Runyon 
made it in the second quarter 
of this century. He and the 
Babe Ruths and Tildens and 
Dempseys and Red Granges 
and Bronko, Nagurskis 
and 
Hemingways, Faulkners 
and 
Fitzgeralds climbed over each 
other to get to the top. 
The hardest thing to write is 
nothing, and Runyon could peck 
out the words and make them 
ring like an anvil and a 
ball peen hammer. He bought a 
house on Hibiscus Island, at 
Miami, and1 hired a local 
character named John Tyler to 
be caretaker. 
He bought a scratchy Victrola 
recording the Ninth Avenue 
“El” trains squealing around 
the corners so that he could 
fall asleep with the proper 
noise. In the spring of 1942 he 
was back in New York lounging 
around city rooms, listening to 
ideas, w'hen he got a letter from 
John Tyler that two mature 
heads of cabbage had been 
stolen at Hibiscus Island. 
It was nothing. This was what 
he tapped out: 
“It is the first time dishonesty 
has reared its sinister head on 
Hibiscus Island, except, of 
course, in gin rummy games. 
In the dead of night, mark you, 
when the righteous were safe 
in bed and no sound disturbed 


the quiet save perhaps the 
melodious warbling of Harry 
Richman in the club on the 
adjoining Palm Island, some 
miscreant stole into the garden 
and forcibly removed t h o s e 
cabbages from their peaceful 
home. 
“We are greatly depressed by 
the incident not only because 
we are now short two cabbages, 
but because our faith in 
humanity is now slightly im­ 
paired.

Marriott?” 
Not many Americans ever 
knew that Lyndon Johnson had 
a riotously colorful brother, 
Sam Houston Johnson, until 
brother burst out with a book 
— without the President’s 
consent. LBJ raised hell with 
him, and nothing much has 
been heard from old Sam since, 
alas. 
•President Truman’s brother 
Vivian more or less had to show 
his pass to get into the White 
House when his famous brother 
was there. 
President Eisenhower's four 
brothers occasionally surfaced 
during his eight years in office, 
notably his kid brother Milton. 
President Kennedy’s brothers, 
of course, were the great ex­ 
ceptions. 
Churchill had a discreetly 
withdrawn brother. Army chap 
named Jack. 
So did De Gaulle. Pierre De 
Gaulle, taller, leaner and in­ 
finitely humbler than the proud 
bearer of the Cross of Lorraine, 
was quite content to ascend as 
high as the post of mayor of 
Paris. He liked to dance.
